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Among Chinese Pirates 

By Rear Armiral A II Markliam, 
Royal Navy 



The Crimean War was drawing to 
a close, then nearly forty years ago, 
when I, a boy fourteen years ol 
was lucky enough to obtain B nomin- 
ation to a cadetship in the Royal 
Navy. But in order to qualify my- 
self for such a distinguished post, it 
was necessary for me to undergo a 

newh.it Ma-going examination in 
various subjects, esj>ecially in mathe- 
matics and history, at the Royal 
Naval Colegc at Portsmouth. 

Thirty candidates were competing 
for seventeen prizes! Should I be 

one of the lucky seventeen, or, which 

I thought far more likely, would my 

name be found among the tninorty 

thai failed.-' Although I was somewhat 
young to realze that my whole future 
depended on my work during the two 
last days, it was, for me, a most 
exciting moment. 

We were all assembled in a large

for washing In fresh water, that was 
an imposible luxury, unless we were 
so fortunate as to collect rainwater in 
in tubs and buckets, during the heavy 
tropical showers so frequent in the 
vicinity of the equator. 

The passage from the Cape to 
Hongkong occupied fifty-six days. 
Never shall I forget the exquisite 
sense of relief and pleasure that we 
experienced On finding ourselves calm- 
ly riding at anchor in the placid 
waters of the anchoi age off Hongkong. 
No sooner was the anchor down and 
the sails furled than swarms of 
peculiarly-Shaped Chinese boats, or 

sampans as they are there called, 

crowded alongside, and we were soon 
revelling in the enjoyment of the most 
luscious pineapples, delicious mango- 
Iteens, fragrant Mandarin oranges 
and other i hoice and rare fruits. 

How delicionsly refreshing they 
Seemed to US, after our long fare on 
ship's provisions! I am sure we all 
fell thai all the privations of our 

sea-voyage were amply compensated 

for by the apparent paradise that we 

had now rea< hed, 
Bui the great charm, after all, was 

the pleasure derived from a run on 
shore, and the novelty of seeing 

strange people with shaven heads and 
long pigtails, attired in quaint cos- 
tumes such as we had seen in picture- 
hooks only, or in illustrated stories of 
travel and adventure. In those days 
there was no lack of excitement to 
Serving On the China station. 
Hongkong was then, as now, crowded 
with the shipping of all nations, dar- 
ittemptS were not unfie- ( |uentlv 
made by pirates in broad daylighl to 
seize some of the smaller vessels on 
which, perhaps, it had been obeiveel 
that a careless lookout was maintain- 
ed. While we were refitting shortly 
sfter our arrival, the harboi was 
thrown into great excitement one 

afternoon by an audacious attempt 
made by tWO or three piratical \ 
tO ml out and capture one of the 
European ships riding at anchoi. 

With praiseworthy smartness a 
couple of English men-of-war at an- 
chor.acting under orders by signal 
from the- senior naval officer, slipped 
I lieu cables and made sail in chase, 
but li la prudently made off, 

and succeeded in escaping up one of 
the numerous creeks on the mainland, 
notwithstanding vigorous pursuit by 
the boats of the men nl war. 

Piracy In those days was rife along 

the -nine seaboard ,,| China, and 
hardly a day passed without reports 
Of tin audacity and cruelty of the 
Chinese pirates. It was a' common 
saying that every Chinese junk os- 
tensibly engaged in commerical enter 
pride was a pirate if it chanced to 
U) meet with a vessel, native or other- 
wise, on the open sea that w 
ferior to it in size and armament. 

The Chinese authorities, such is 

they were, did absolutely nothing 
for the suppression of (his nefarious 
trade: indeed, it was commonly be- 
lieved thai many of the piratical ves- 
sels were owned by, and acted under 

the Imperial government. 
ii therefore fell to tin- ft 

men ol war on the station to pro- 

tect the Interests of their respective 

and to wane wai on these mis 
CreantS who, acting on the principle 
thai dead men tell no tales, invari 

aM\ but. hered their c aptivea in cold 

blood. 

Il was not long before we had an 

opportunity ol making close acquain- 
tance with these ruffians. Information 

was brollgl to us. while we were lying 
al am hot ,,tl \moy. ol the pioximity 

of a large piratii al fleet, thai had been 
committii i depredations along 

the c oast In the northward. The e 

pirates had their headquarteri in a 
atrongly atot kaded position up a i 

le only to boats m \essels of 

light draft.

our movements, we sailed out of 
Amci\' harbor under covi r of darkness, 
and ran along the COBS! to the north- 
ward. The following morning, when 
daylight broke, we were near a large 
tlec-l of junks, Scattered about in all 

directions. 

The character of these vessels was 

unmistakable, for at every masthead 

Hew a large triangular black Hag 
with a red serrated border the recog- 
nised symbol of the pirates, moreover, 
the beating of gong- and tomtoms, as 
soon as our presence was discovered, 
at once- proclaimed their hostile inten- 
tions. Before the Chinese had fully 
realized that our ship was a man-of- 
war, we sailed into the midst of them, 
steering for the largest vessels, tiring 
double shotted broadsides into them 
as we passed, and receiving in return 
an ineffectaul and desultory discharge 
from numerous guns, jingals and 
matchlocks with which they were 

armed. 
it would never do to allow them to 

gel alongside, otherwise they might 

possibly have overpowered us by their 
immense superiority in numbers, but 

we had no difficulty in keeping clear 
of them, for a fresh monson was blow- 
ing al the time, and the ship was con- 
I ntly under perfect control. 
Ii less than half an hour the pirati- 
cal licet was completely dispersed 
Some- of the vessels had been sunk by 
our tire; more were disabled b\ il. 

while some few succeeded in effecting 

'heir escape bv running before tin- 
wind to the northward, the majority, 
however, wen- ru.i on shore and aban- 
doned by their crew-, where they were 
Mibsquently completely destroyed by 

us. 

Now came the mosl exciting work. 
for the ord. i was given -to hoist out 
all boats available-, in order to cap- 
ture those junks (hat were disabled, 
a-- well as those that were endeavor- 

o escape. It is impossible to 
ide and pleasure i Fell 
on bemg ordered by the fust lieu! 

enant to lake- command of the jolly- 
boat, and proceed in chase of a junk 

that was attempting to slinl 
about half a mile from the ship. 

Tin- crew of the jolly-boat consisted 

of six lads, the' oldest of whom was 

barely nineteen years of am-. Never- 

I felt as proud of my com- 
mand as any captain of a line ol 
battle ship does in pacing his quart(-i 
deck for (he first time. I assumed 
■ in air of the utmost Importance, and 
much dignity as a boy ol fifteen 
could command, as I jumped into the 
boat, with my sword in one hand and 
a pistol in the order, and gave the 
order to "shove off!" 

We pulled straight for the 
pointed out to us, my crew "giving 
Way" Vigorously, and making their 
oars bend at each stroke. Although 
we knew wt- were going to attack a 
d carrying a crew of some thirty 
or forty men, the idea of a repulse, 
or even a check, never entered our 
heads; but I must acknowledge that 
il was with no small feeling of relief 
that I saw our opponents all jumping 
overboard on the opposite side of the 
Ship clambered up OVST the 

bulwarks of (he enemy. 

The Chinese are not over-fond of 

ting to close quarters with their 

enemies. Vs a Canton man would 

express it, in his queer '/pidgin" Eng- 
lish, "Two piecey man no can stop 
■ime plan-. Supixisc vol! wantchce 
COma, me makes Wilo" which render 

<-(\ literally, means "Two men opi 

v<\ to each othci cannot remain in the 
same- place if you want to come. I 
will go aw maxim still in 

ue, judging from recent events in 
the i.ii East ' 

Although Chinamen swim like 
ducks, I have no doubt some few were 

drowned on their hasty departure 

from their vessel; but bv far the 

iter numbei succeeded in m 

tiling to the shore, while a tew wen- 
picked up by us after we had taken 
possession of QUI prise, and had lime 
lo devote Ourselves to their rescue. 

I was not. however, destined to ie 
main very long in command of my 



easily won prise, for a few minutes 
after 1 had established myself on 
board, I received a peremptory mes- 
sage from the first lieutenant direct- 
ing me to destroy the vessel, and to 
return with all despatch to my ship. 

The necessity for this urgent sum- 
mons was caused by the determina- 
tion of our captain to land with as 
strong a force as he could muster, with 
the object of destroying the pirates' 
stronghold while the enemy were still 
under the demoralizing influence of 
defeat, and before they could collect 
and reorganize the scattered crews 
that had escaped from the ships. 

It w;ls with rather a sore heart that 
1 was compelled to superintend the 
destruction of my first capture. Set- 
ting tire to every part that would 
lily Ignite, and laying a train of 
gunpowder lo the- magazine, we aban- 
doned her to her fate and she blew 
up a few minutes after we left her. 

Snatching a hasty meal we jumped 
into the boats and |>ulled toward the 
shore, our force consisting of about 
fifty men; a somewhat small one, it 
may be thought, with which to attack 
sonic three or four thousand despera- 
does, who were really lighting for their 
lives. Hut we thoroughly despised 
our enemies, and having the ship's 
guns to cover our landing, we con- 
sidered ourselves quite a match for 
any number of Chinamen that might 
be opposed to us. 

Il was a terribly hot day; a relent- 
less sun was pouring its scorching ra\s 
Upon us out of a Cloudless sky, and 
the temperature of the air was some- 
thing over one hundred degrees 
Fahrenheit In spite, however, of the 
intense heat, we pulled lustily in the 

direction of the piratical headquar- 
ters. 

As we entered a narrow creek, we 

heard the beating of gongs and tom- 
toms, and saw numerous small bodies 
ol armed men rushing about ill great 
excitement . occasionally discharging 
their matchlocks and jingals at us as 
we- approached^ and shaking their 

spears in frantic. Impotent i.i 

On rounding a sharp bend in the 
river we suddenly found ourselves 
under I he guns of the Stockade, which 

Immediately opened a heavy tire upon 

us. Some of the shots passed through 
our boats, and broke several of the 
oars on one side but. strange to say, 
without hitting any of the men. 

With a hearty cheer, the boats pull- 
ed in at once for the shore. The 
men. in their eagerness to be well to 
the front, jumping out of the boats 
into water that was waist-deep, thus 
welling all their ammunition, and 
without waiting to form, dashed up to 
the walls of the stockade and entered 
the embrasures at the (Htint of the 
bayonet. The Chinamen stood to 
their guns until we came to close 
quarters, when thev fairly turned and 
lied to the hills. 

In less than a quarter of an hour 
aftei we landed, the place was in our 
possession: 

Having spiked the captured guns, 

and set lire to the stockade, together 
with all the houses enclosed within 
it, we re-embarked and returned to 
our ship, well satisfied with the result 
of our day's work. 

We returned to Amoy with forty- 
nine prisoners, principally men who 
had been picked up in the water when 
(heir vessels were destroyed and who 

had endeavored to escape by swim- 
ming to the shore. 

These unfortunate wretches wen- 
handed over to the Chinese authorities 
to be dc-alt with in accordance with 
law. Their trial and condemnation 

were carried out with a rapidity per- 
haps unequalled in any other part of 
the world, for on the day following 
that on which they had been removed 
from our custe>dy and handed over to 
the mandarins, we were officially in- 
formed, through our consul, that they 
•lad been found guilty of murder and 
piracy on (he high seas, and had 
been condemned to death.
